' Vent, (than which, nothing is more apparently true) it mult 
undoubtedly be the Intereſt of Erelandto render herlool/en Ma- 
vhfaFures Cheap at Forreign Markets : For that there is ſcarce any 
State or Kingdom in Exrope, that is not her Competitor therein ; 
who-being Under-ſold, muſt of conſequence leſſen, and be diſ- 
courag'd the making the ſame Manufattures; would it not then 
be more fit to aflow Irelzrd, (a Province abſolutely dependant 
on Ergland) a Share in this Frade, than to give it to For- 
reigners, who will inlarge their: Manufactures of Woo//, when. 
the Exportation of them. from- Exglazd. is leflen'd; by- raiſing 
the Price there, which ſeems to be the chiet Deſign of: the in- 
tended Prohibition on [reland, that otherwiſe, together with 
England might (by making them Cheaper, and in greater Quan- 
tities) become the ſole Exporters of Wollen ManufaFrres. 


Beſides, there are few, if any Examples wherein Prohibiti- 
ons and Monopolies in Trade, have been advantagious to the- 
Publick ; they moſtly tend to the benefiting of Particulars, and 
hurt the Generality ;: and I apprehend (if it were throughly in- 
quird into) that the Prohibiting the Importing of Irjſþ Lean- 
Cattle into Exgl/and, would be found an Inſtance of it. For that: 
ever ſince, the People of Ireland have fallen into the Trade of 
Fatting their Cattle themſelves ; and have Exported their Beef, 
ec. in large Quantities to the Plantations, Holland, Flanders, 


France, Spain and Italy ;, and Engliſh Shipping frequently Vidtu- 
al 
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al with Trjſþ Beef : And thus Exgland hath loſt a great part of 
her Exportations of this kind ; which conſtantly keeping down 
the Price at Home, hath much prejudic'd the Feeding Lands, and 
I doubt, hath notmuch advantag'd the Breeding Lands of Erg- 
land, a far greater Number-of Lean Cattle having been brought 
in from Scotland (ſince, than were before that Prohibitory Law 
was made, 


And 'tis more then probable, that this pretended Miſchief of 
the Increaſe of the Woollen Manufatnry of Treland, doth ariic 
from this Reſtraint put upon the [riſþb from Exporting their 
Black-Cattle into Erglard, becauſe they were neceſſitated by it, 
to run upon Breeding a greater Number of Sheep z which fur- 
miſhing them with vaſt ſtore of Weoll, lead them moſt Naturally 
0 the Manufacturing of it ; and ſhould the People of Jreland 
be denied the Priviledge that both Nature and Neceflity ſeems 
xo Ioritle them to, of Exporting the Superfluities of their Ma- 
nufactures : It will be very happy, if ſuch a Reſtraint be not at- 
tended with worſe Conſequences to the Lands and Trade of 
England, than thoſe that Prohibiting of Iriſb Cattle may have
